Hundreds of depositors of the 
Night and Day Bank, which was 
closed Jan. 6 by Commissioner of 
Finance Hughes, following discovery 
of discrepancies in the accounts, 
which since have been found to ex- 
ceed $13,090,000. were on hand when 
the 818 Olive street office of the 
First National Bank opened its 
doors at 9 a. m. today, in the quar- 
ters formerly occupied by the Night 
and Day Bank, to present. their 
claim glips for 25 per cent of their 
deposits. 

By an arrangement with Commis- 
First National 
Bank is lending 25 per cent of ap- 
proved claims without interest to 
depositors of the Night and Day 
Bank. 

In the first hour of business today 
several hundred of the 14,000 de- 
positors of the Night and Day Bank, 
whose accounts have been tied up 
since the bank closed, applied for 
their loans and. were served, and as 
the day wore on the depositors ap- 
peared in increasing numbers. 


$625,000 in Claims Approved. 


Noble R. Jones, manager of the 
new office, said that about 10,000 
of a possible 14,000 claims had been 
made, 7500 of which had been duly 
approved by the Commissioner of Fi- 
nance, and that the approved claims 
amounted to about $625.000, which 
would be paid as rapidly as applied 
for. The total claims, he said, 
would ampunt to about $2,500,000 
when all had been filed. 

It is not likely that the depositors 
will receive a total of more than 70 
or 75 per cent of their deposits, as 
the collateral of the defunct bank 
has been seriously impaired by bad 
loans and a large deficiency in the 
cash items account, said to have 
been manipulated by the former 
cashier, A. O. Meininger, who is un- 
der indictment. 


Claims Sold at 30 Cents on $1. 


It is known that many of the de- 
positors sacrificed their claims for 
80 to 40 cents on the dollar, rather 
than wait for a dividend in the liqui- 
dation proceedings, and those who 
were in line today are among the 
maojrity who held on to their claims.

More Than 400 Killed by Farmer 
Through Use of Tractor 
Exhaust. 


Jersey County has been having an 
epidemic of rats this spring. At the 
Stahlin farm, near Brighton, Wm. 
Stahlin backed his tractor up to a 
rat hole, slipped one end of a rubber 
hose over the exhaust pipe, and in- 
serted the other end into the rat 
hole. Then they “turned on the 
gas.’’ 

As the poisonous gas and foul air 
from the exhause of the motor 
filled the rat hole, the rats left their 
underground home and emerged at 
another hole, where men killed them 
with clubs. More than 400 rats 
have been killed on the Stahlin farm 
in this manner.

THE HAGUE, June 15.—The line 


ternational conference which is to 
consider Russian affairs was called 
to order in the Peace Palace this 
afternoon by the Dutch’ Foreign 
Minister, H. A. Van Karnebeek. 

Sixty delegates, representing about 
30 countries, were present. 

The first business session of the 
Permanent Court of International 
Justice began here today, Sir Ernest 
Pollock, Attorney General of Great 
Britain, delivered an address com- 
mending the international efforts of 
nations to settle their differences 
just as individuals do in courts. 

June 22 was set as the day when 
the court will begin consideration of 
the two questions referred to it by 
the League of Nations, namely, 
whether the Dutch workers’ dele- 
gate at the third international labor 


conference was nominated in ac- 
cordance with the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and whether the International 
Labor Bureau is competent to deal 
with agricultural and labor ques- 
tions, 

Today’s #ession was public, and 
the first of a series which will con- 
tinue for about a month. The United 
States was represented by John Bas- 
sett Moore. 

All sessions will be absolutely se- 
eret, it was announced. Even the 
representatives of the world press 
were denied admission to the peace 
palace. The newspaper men insist- 
ed upon entcring the palace grounds, 
presenting their protest personally 
to the Dutch Foreign Minister, who 
refused to admit them to the open- 
ing session and said they should not 
have been admitted to the palace 
rrounds, as the sessions are all to be 
secret. 

All Is:urope centers its hopes in 
the parley which is dedicated to the 
task of making practical arrange- 
ments for the re-entry of Russia 
into the concert of nations. 

The at least temporary failure of 
the efforts at Paris to organize an 
international loan for the restoration 
of Germany has undoubtedly served

NEW IRISH CONSTITUTION 
COVERS WHOLE RANGE OF 


BRITISH-IRISH RELATIONS 


Document of More Than 
15,000 Words Made Pub- 
lic—Universal Adult Suf- 
frage, Including Women, 
Provided For.

LONDON, June 15.—The new 


Irish Constitution was made public 
tonight. It was a lengthy document 
of more than 15,000 words, covering 
the whole range of British-Irish re- 
lations. 

It stipulates that if any of its pro- 
visions or any law made under the 
Constitution is in any respect repug- 
nant to any of the provisions of the 
Anglo-Irish treaty, it shall, to the 
extent only of such repugnance to 
the treaty, be azbsolutely void and 
inoperative. The Constitution pro- 
vides for universal adult suffrage, 
including women who have reached 
the age of 21 years. 

Winston Churchill, Colonial Secre- 
tary , said his statement on the Irish 
situation, which it had been expect- 
ed he would make today, had been 
postponed until next week. 

He had come to the conclusion, he 


said, that in all circumstances, it 
was advisable to postpone this state- 
ment. ‘“‘Nothing,of special urgency 
réquires to be dealt with .t the mo- 
ment,” he declared.

WASHINGTON, June 15. — Chair- 
man Lasker of the Shipping Board, 
in an interview with the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent yesterday after 
he had given out his formal state- 
ment regarding the sale of liquor on 
Shipping Board vessels, hotly denied 
that he had ever said in effect that 


liquor was being sold on Govern- | 


ment vessels on the high seas with 
the knowledge and consent of the 
President. 

Lasker's attention had been called 


to a story in circulation in St. Louis, 
purporting to give Lasker’s reply to 
a solicitation for the placing of the 
Busch nonalcoholic beverages on the 
Shipping Board liners. The chair- | 
man was quoted in the story as hav-| 
ing said that he would put these) 
beverages on board the ships, but | 
that they would not sell in compe- 
tition with liquor. mt 
Visited by Staudinger. 

“Two or three months ago, here 
in Washington,” said Lasker, ‘a 
Busch man named C. W. Staudinger, 
whom I had known for many years, 
called to see ‘me about placing the 
Busch beverages 
Board vessels. 

“IT do not recall whether or not 
I told him that liquor was being sold 
on these ships. If he asked me, I 
probably did, for I have never con- 
cealed the fact. I believe that we 
have the legal right to sell liquor 
outside the three-mile limit. The 
fact that liquor ig being sold has not 
been advertised for the simple reason 
that I did not want to raise an is- 
sue that might lead to an agitation 
for a law to prevent ita sale. 

“The issue has now been raised 
and in my formal statement I try 
to meet it squarely. We have noth- 
ing to conceal. 

“The Busch beverages are being 
s0ld on our liners. I put them on 
just as I would add the beverages | 
of any well-known manufacturer to 
our list. | 

Not Mentioned to President. 

“T never discussed with the Pres!i- 
dent the matter of our selling liquor 
beyond the three-mile’” limit. He 
knew nothing about it. I am fully 
responsible for my acts as chairman 
of the Shipping Board. 

“If anybody said that I told him 
of a conversation with the President 
about the sale of liquor on Govern- 
ment ships, he {fs a liar.” 

Lasker said in order to provide 
the George 
Washington for August A. Busch 
and his retinue he spent the better 
part of two days in “turning the 
ship upside down,” after it had all 
been sold out. 

Busch, he said, had specially re- 
quested that passage be arranged for 
him on the George Washington, on 
the ground that he had traveled on it 
many times when it was a German 
liner.and had a sentimental fondness 
for it. On that account Lasker grant- 
ed the request, he explained, not be- 
cause of any special friendship for 
Busch, but for the practical reason 
that he thought it would be good ad- 
vertising for the United States lines 
to have a man of his prominence on 
board. 

Attack to Lasker. 

The sudden attack by the Busch 
interests on the Shipping Board 
liquor policies was all the more sur- 
prising to Lasker in view of the spe- 
celal attention given to the head of 
the corporation. 

In fairness to Lasker, it should 
also be stated, with reference to his 
alleged repetition of a remark by the 
President, that he is known here asa 
man thoroughly loyal to the Presi- 
dent, and quite meticulous in observ- 
ance of the official proprietors.

“You have misunderstood, and 
assailed, our motive in 
writing the President on the 8th 
inst., as we did. Our motive is to 
remind the Chief Executive that the 
cumulative violations of the Volstead 
law on land and sea destroy the in- 
vestment of law-abiding manufac- 
turers who might otherwise pre- 
serve their investment, and at the 
same time endeavor, as we are en- 
deavoring, to have restored by an 
amendment to the law, the right to 
make beer. 

“Respecting your entirely irrele- 
vant intimation that we are German 
sympathizers, we remind you that 
all the facts and most of the false- 
hoods on that point were thoroughly 
deait with and disposed of finally 
by the Federal Government during 
‘the war. See the files. ’ 

“You flatter me by your sugges- 
tion that I have so much power as 
to be able to affect, adversely, the 
American and promote the German 
merchant marine. Whethex this is 
a compliment or an accusation, its 
obvious absurdity must constitute its 
own answer. 

“Seek No Controversy’ 
“VWeoseek no controversy with 
you or your board. We reiterate the

CONTINUED SALE OF

Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
20 Wyatt Building, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 15.— 
The whole tangled and acrimonious 


controversy over the legality of the 


sale of Hquor on American ships 
outside the three-mile gone simmers 


down to a disagreement between the 


legal department of the United 
States Shipping Board and a former 
Assistant Attorney General of the 
United States. 

The Shipping Board’s authorities 
hold that the word “territory” as 
used in the Eighteenth Amendment 
does not include the high s:as be- 
yond the territorial waters of the 
United States. At the opposite pole 
from this construction is the deci- 
sion rendered by Assistant Attorney 
General Frierson, when acting as 
the head of the Department of Jus- 
tice, Nov. 1; 1920, that the prohibi- 
tion laws of the United States are 
applicable wherever the flag flies. 

Between these two findings you 
may take your choice, you can find 
a string of authorities to support 
either. 

Look to Daugherty. 

The obvious first step toward a 
settlement of the controversy would 
be for the present Department of 
Justice, under Attorney General 
Daugherty, to pass on the subject 
of Frierson’s ruling of 1920, deliv- 
ered under the previous administra- 
tion. The last official word from 
the department on the subject was 
Frierson’s ruling of 1920, delivered 
under the previous administration. 
The department as now constituted 
has refrained from issuing any 
opinion for the guidance of 
Inqulr- 
ers have always been referred to the 
Frierson opinion, as representing the 


continuing attitude of the depart-

The position of Wayne B. Wheel-

Prohibition Commissioner Haynes 
apparently had the same thought in 
mind when he said, in a statement 
yesterday, ‘‘Just as soon as the ques- 
tion is determined by the Depart- 
ment of Justice, or the courts, I will 
act in a vigorous manner to enforce 
the law, but I will not break one law 
in order to enforce another law.” 

Haynes, in other words, will let 
things run along as at present till 
the question is resolved one way or 
the other. The Anti-Saloon League, 
judging by Wheeler’s remarks, is 
willing to do the same. 

Everything that has been said by 
th» various participants in the cdn- 
troversy lea to the conclusion that 
it is up to Daugherty to speak an 
authoritative word. 

Daugherty’s ruling, if he makes 
one, will settle the controversy for 
the time being, but, in the absence 
of any further legislation by Con- 
gress to cover the disputed point, 
a final, copper-riveted settlement 
will only be reached through a def- 
inite decision by the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Not Now Before Supreme Court. 

A District Judge in Texas has 
rendered an opinion on the same 
lines as the Frierson ruling, but the 
question has never been decided by 
the highest tribunal. According to 
Wheeler, who knows more about the 
ins and outs of prohibition laws and 
decisions than any other person in 
the country, the question is not now 
before the court in any pending case. 
Ultimately, he is confident, it will 
get there, and Lasker and Haynes, 
and the others who are now “up in 
the air,” will then know exactly what 
to do. 

Meantime, falling a Daugherty 
ruling against the present Shipping 
Board policy, it appears that neither 
the official prohibition enforcement 
agency of the government nor the 
powerful “official fourth branch” of

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‘MEN NOW IDLE 


| TO GET WORK SOON 


Things Never Looked Bright- 
| er in Building Industry, 
Says Union Secretary—Re- 
quest for Arbitration Board 
Under Advisement. 


The serious unemployment situa- 
tion in the building industry three 
months ago has been improved by 
the present building boom in which 
it is estimated 13,000 men are stead- 
‘ily employed. 
| So extensive have been building 
|operations in the last three months 
‘that fewer than 500 skilled mechan- 
| ics in the building trades are now 
|idle, as compared to about 6,000 un- 
‘employed early in March, Maurice 
| J. Cassidy, secretary of the Building 
Trades Council, is authority for this 
statement. 
| “Only elevator constructors, elec- 
tricians, steamfitters and sheet met- 
al Workers are now idle, as they are 
‘the Jast crafts to work on a build- 
ing,” said Cassidy today, ‘“‘and there 
|will be plenty of work for them 
| when the buildings now under con- 
struction are made ready for.these 
crafts. -Things never looked bright- 
er in the building industry. 

‘While wages were reduced at the 
insistent demand of contractors, who 
claimed that the cost of labor was 
chiefly responsible-for lack of -build- 
ing a few months ago, these same 
contractors are paying bonuses for a 
choice of workmen, so it is apparent 
that the cost of labor after all was 
not the obstruction to industrial 
progress. Just as we predicted last 
March, material prices, already too 
high, advanced sharply when build- 
ing started.” 

R. H. Rinehart, president of the 
Master Builders’ Association, when 
asked to comment upon Cassidy's 
statement that contractors are pay- 
ing bonuses for a choice of work- 
men, said he did not know of any 
members of his association paying 
bonuses. However, he added, it is 
reported in building circles that 
small bonuses have been paid in iso- 
lated instances by persons having 
small building contracts, like resi- 
dences, where efforts were being 
made to push the work to speedy 
completion. 

The Building Trades Council, ata 
regular meeting last night, referred 
the request of the Master Builders 
Association for conferences of dele- 
gates looking to the creation of a 
permanent arbitration board to pre- 
vent strikes and _ lockouts to the 
Executive Board. Cassidy said the 
council would reply to the contract- 
ors’ request in about 10 days, after 
studying a report of the preceedings 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor at Cincinnati, upon which the 
request was based.

Russians State Position Will Be 
Same as at Genoa.

MOSCOW, June 15.—On the eve 
of The Hague Conference, officials 
of the Russian Soviet Government 
informed The Associated Press that 
the Russian attitude at the new 
meeting will be the same as that 
adopted at the Genoa Conference. 
The only concessions to foreign cap- 
ital possible, it is added, will be 
on the basis of the recently enacted 
laws governing private property. 

Karl Radek, Soviet chief of pub- 
licity, declared: “The Hague Con- 
ference of experts will be rather a 
hindrance than a help, because it 
will not be a mutual! discussion of 
problems, but merely create a new 
united front of capital. 

“If we are not to consider the 
declarations of Hoover and Hughes 
and the memorandum of Poincare 
as empty threats, then what they 
ask before the pour parlers with 
Russia is Russia’s withdrawal of the 
memorandum of the eleventh of 
May, in which the principal posli- 
tion of Russia was expressed. 

“The Russian Government is not 
in such a low position as to allow 
itself to be treated with contempt, 
eitnaer by France or even America, 
without whose economic co-opera- 
tion the economics of the Russian 
State cannot be reestablished. By 
her famine relief, America has 
gained some sympathy in Russia 
which she is going to forfeit if she 
wishes to play the role of dictator,

It re- 
stated in short and direct ntences 
the ancient duties pf the king and 
enumerated the privileges of his 
vassals. I: paid little attention to the 
rights (if amy) of the vas tmajoritr 
of the people, the peasants, bu 
fered certain securities to the 
class of the merchants. It 
charter of great importance because 
itt defined the powers of the King 
with more precision than had ever 
been done before.

A few years later, however, we be- 
gin to hear a very different note tn 
the councils of His Majesty. 

John, who was bad. both by birth 
and tnclination, solemnly had prom- 
ised to obey the great charter and 
then had Broken every ons of its 
many Stipulations. Fortunately. he 
soon died and was succeeded br hi« 
son Henry III, who was forced to 
recognize the charter anew. Mearn- 
while, Uncle Richard, the Crusader 
had cost the country a great deal of 
money and the King wae obliged to 
ask for a few icans that he might 
pay his obiigations to *he« Jewish 
money-lenders. The larre land-own- 
ers and the bishops who acted as 
councillors to the King could not 
provide him with the necessary gold 
and silver.
